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COLOMBIAN ZOOLOGICAL SURVEY. PART VIII.— ON BIRDS FEOM 
NAKINO, COLOMBIA, WITH THE DESCRIPTION OF 
FOUR NEW SUBSPECIES

In August and September, 1950, Mr. Teodomiro Mena, of Quito, Ecua- 
dor, made a collection of birds in Narino for the Academy of Natural 
Sciences. He secured some birds new to Colombia, some new to Narino, 

and 3 new subspecies. Only new records for tho.se birds listed in Parts I, 
II, and III of my Birds of the Republic of Colombia," which have already 
been published, arc dealt with in this i)ai)er. Records for birds from Mr. 
Mena's collection which will aijjiear in Part IV will be recorded there. 
The localities at which he collected are the following: 

Ancuya, 1360 m., across the rio Guaitara from Sandona. 

Chorreado, 3000 m., and Guanderal, 3300 m., probably points on the 
Cordillera (luamues east of Puerres. 

Chorrera. La, about 2500 m., probably a village about 30 km. southwest 
of Pasto near Tuquerres. 

Cordillera de Cuamues, 3400 m., the mountains forming the divide 
between the Atlantic and Pacific watersheds east of Puerres. 

Guaitara, rio, a river rising near Ipiales and flowing due northward into 
the rio Patia at about 1*' 35' N. and 77** SC W., or at the point where the 
rio Patia makes a big bend to the northward. 
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Puerres, 2817 m., a village about 45 km. south and somewhat west of 
Pasto, and 15 km. northeast of Ipiales. 

Sandona, 1850 m., a town about 22 km. due west of Pasto in the valley 
of the rio Guaitara. Spelled Sandonal on the millionth map of the Americas. 

Yanancha, about 1500 m., a small settlement about 5 km. south of 
Ancuya. 

Rallus limicola aequatorialis Sharpe 

La Chorrera. The second record for Colombia. The first specimen from 
the country was secured by Dr. Dugand at Sibundoy, 2200 m., Putumayo. 

Forpus conspicillatus caucae (Chapman) 

Ancuya. Not previously recorded from Narino. 

Hylocharis grayi grayi (Delattre and Bourcier) 

Sandona, Ancuya, Yananch4. The only previous Narino record is an 
old one from " near Pasto." 

Amazilia saucerrottei australis new subspecies 

Type. — $ ad., A.N.S.P. no. 160,599, collected at Yanancha, Narino, 
Colombia, by Teodomiro Mena on September 13, 1950. 

Description. — Closest to A. s. saucerrottei of the Cauca Valley and west- 
em slope of the Western Andes, but bill conspicuously heavier and slightly 
longer, the basal two-thirds of the lower mandible darker, not so conspicu- 
ously pale; wings somewhat longer. 

Measurements of type. — Wing 54, tail 30, culmen 14 mm. 

Measurements of other specimens. — Six other specimens of this new fonn 
measure as follows: wing 54-56.5, culmen 13.5-14.5 mm. as against wing 
52-53, culmen 12-13 mm. for the typical form. 

Range. — Subtropical Zone of the valley of the rio Guaitara.

Remarks. — ^No form of Amazilia saucerrottei has been taken previously 
in Narino. The southernmost record was the extreme upper Patfa Valley. 

Lafresnaya lafresnayi saiil (Delattre and Bourcier) 

Cordillera Guamues. Not previously recorded from Nariiio. 
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Coeligena lutetiae (Ddattre and I'ourciir) 

Cordillera Guaiiiues. Previously known in Colombia only from the 
west slope of the Central Andes. 

Heliangelus exortis (Fraser) 
Guanderal. New to Naiino. 

Briocnemis Indani luciani (Bourcier) 

Puerres. New to Colombia. Previously known only from Ecuador. 

Trogon temperatus (C'liapnian ) 

Puerres. Previously known in Colombia from the Central and Eastern 
Andes. 

Lepidocolaptes lacnrmiger fiigidus new subspecies 

Type. — 9 ad., A.N.S.P. no. 161,471, collected on the Cordillera de 
Guamu6s, 3400 m., Narino, Colombia, by Teodomiro Mena on August 9, 
1950. 

Description. — In j^encral color closest to L. I. hoUvianus (Chapman), Imt 
somewhat darker both ;ibove and below and with the streaks of the under 
surface narrower and shorter; bill dusky instead of pale. 

Differs from L. 1. aequatorialis (Menegaux) of the Tropical and Sub- 
tropical Zones of Narino and Ecuador by being much more olive both above 
and below, by having the throat whiter, less fulvous and by having the bill 
dusky instead of pale. 

Differs from all races of Lejudocolaptes lacrymujcr by having the pale 
markings of the crown in the form of streaks rather than spots, and by these 
streaks being paler, less bully. 

Meamtements of type. — Wing 103.5, tail 81, culmen 29 mm. 

Range. — ^Known only from the type locality, a mountain range in eastern 
Narino south of Pasto, forming the divide between the Atlantic and Pacific 
drainages.

Remarks. — ^It is unfortunate that Mr. Mena secured but a single exam- 
ple of this bird. However, as it comes from an unusually high altitude and 
as it cannot be matched by any individual in the immense series of this 
species in the Academy's collection, I feel convinced it represents a Tem- 
perate Zone race of lacrymiger which is usually found in the Tropical and 
Subtropical Zones. 

Thripadectes flammulatus flammulatus (Eyton) 

Cordillera Ciuainues. Not previously recorded from Narino. 

Thanmophilus multistriatus subsp. 

Ancuya. The species not previously recorded from Nariiio. A single 
female has a considerably larger and heavier bill than specimens from else- 
where in Colombia. 

GralUuia rafnla rufula Lafresnaye 

Chorreado, Puerres. Not previously recorded from Narino. 

Ochthoeca cinnamomeiventris cinnamomeiventris (Lafresnaye) 

Yanancha. Not i)rcviou.><ly recorded from Narino. 

Ochthoeca frontalis frontalis (Lafresnaye) 

Puerres. Not previously recorded from Narino except for Pasto which 
is the type locality. 

Mjriarchtu ai^calis Sclater and Salvin 

Ancuya. This species which is apparently confined to Colombia has not 
been recorded before from Narino. 

Camptostoma obsoletum caucae Chapman 

Ancuya. A :5ingle specimen agrees with specimens of caucae and not 
with sclateri. A specimen of adateri in the Academy's collection marked 
Pasto probably never came from there, and this race should be removed 
from the Colombian list. 
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Phaeomyias murina incomta (Cabanis and Heine) 

C'ordillera Guamues. New to Narino. The locality is unusually high 
for this species. 

Cyanolyca turcosa (Bonaparte) 

Near Puerres. This is the first actual locality at which the species has 
been taken in Colombia. Previously it was known in that country only in 
" Bogota " collections. 

Thryothorus genibarbis yananchae new subspecies 

Type.— 5 ad., A.N.S.P. no. 160,598, collected at Yanancha, 1500 m., 

Narino, Colombia, by Teodomiro Mena on September 24, 1950. 

Description. — Closest to T. g. rnystacalis Sclater of western Ecuador, 
but crown slaty gray instead of brownish gray, this color extending farther 

over the mantle. Differs from T. g. marnirus in having the crown and 
upper mantle grayer, the rest of the upper parts paler chestnut. 

Differs from T. g. mltuensis Bangs by having the crown and upper 
mantle darker gray. 

Measurements of type. — ^Wing 66.5, tail 65, culmen 18 mm. 

Medsurements of other specimen. — ^Wing 63, tail 60, culmen 18 mm. 

Range. — Subtropical Zone of the valley of the rio Guaitara.

Remxirks. — This species has not previously been recorded from Narino. 

Anisognathus lachrymosus intensus new subspecies 

Type. — $ ad., A.N.S.P. no.. 141,903, collected on the east slope of Cerro 
Munchique, 1900 m., Cauca, Colombia, by K. von Sneidem, on December 
10, 1939. 

Description. — Closest to A. I. palpebrosus (Lafresnaye) of Pasto, but the 
under parts on the average more deeply colored, less yellowish. Above 
somewhat dullor and loss bluish. 

From olivaceiceps this new form differs by being more deeply colored 
below, less yellowish. Above it is bluer and somewhat darker. 

Measurements of type. — ^Wing 93, tail 74, culmen 13.5 mm. 
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Rn)ige. — Subtropical and Temperate Zones at tlie soutiiern end of the 
Western Andes, on the eastern slope, and the western slope of the Central 
Andes at the head of the Cauca Valley.

Remarks. — ^The series of A. I. palpebrosus collected by Mr. Mena near 
Pasto is the first series of topotypical material to be examined. Birds from 
eastern Ecuador agree perfectly with them. 
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
